“We are rapidly tearing away 
the veil of mystery which has sur- 
rounded gangdom,” said Mona- 
ghan, “and behind it we find 4 
rotten condition which must be 
eradicated.” 

Developments; Records Seized. 

The developments on which the 
District Attorney bases his hopes 
for a cleanup are: 

Examination of the records 
seized by order of the grand jury 
in the office of Marks, Wein- 
berg & Co., public accountants, 
disclose a police payroll which 
contains the names of men on 
whem the city has placed reli- 
ance of all the alcohol  distil- 
leries in the city from which 
huge quantities of alcohol have 
been drawn by bootleggers. 

Each distillery had its payroll, 
| Which covered the corruption of 
police and police officials in the 
district in which it operated and 
through whch its cargoes of al- 
cohol were run. 

In one ledger were found the 
names of aout 25 prominent po- 
lice officials. 

In this ledger a record was 
foung that more than» $20,000 
had been paid to two men. 

The actual detailed records 
ear out the District Attorney's 
original statement that enormous 
amounts of money had been paid 
to police as graft. 

Several new witnesses 
been found who will take 
ther disclosures to the grand 
jury, one of whom, it is said, 
will give even more definite in- 
formation regarding the opera-

the Philadelphia bootleggers.” 

The grand jury, whose term 
was indefinitely extended by 
Judge Lewis yesterday, will now 
redouble its efforts to carry out 
his instructions to go to the bot- 
tom of these conditions. 

Statement by Prosecutor. 

As an example of what already 
[has been unearthed, Monaghan, 
after questioning Capt. Charles 
Beckman of the Detective Bureau 
for about an hour in the grand 
jury room, issued the following 
statement: 

“I have no hesitation in saying 
that full names of police officials 
were found in the accounting rec- 
ords of working sheets taken from 
the books of a denaturing plant of 
an alcohol distillery. 


“It would appear that a total 
amount of $29,400 was paid for po- 
lice protection covering a _ period 
of five months. 

“This is only from one plant, and 
merely scratches the surface of thés 
part of our investigation. 

“One item of this $29,400 was 
paid on one person, designated as 
‘chief cop.’ After this was a 
comma and an entry of $10,000. 

“Underneath this was the full 
name of a high official and $800 a 
month written after it. 

“Below this line were a number 
of names with the word ‘cop’ after 
them, showing amounts, paid them 
totaling $12,000.

DALLAS, Tex., Sept. 1. — Radio 
fans who tuned in on station 
WFAA, Dallas, for a breakfast-hour 
program today heard a running eye 


witness account of a murder. 
Miss Vera Meade Grimes was 
playing *“‘Moonlight and Roses,’’ on 


the piano when Ralph Schulze, an- 
nouncer, heard what he thought 
was an automobile tire blowing 
out. He looked out of the window. 
Below he saw a man running across 
the street pursued by another man 
who was shooting. 

Cutting off ‘Moonlight and 
Roses” unceremoniously, Schulze 
took the microphone and dictated 
an account of the shooting of Or- 
ville Mathews, 41 years old, a 
bank executive, by V. R. Adams, a 
Bartlett, Tex.. farmer, who had dis- 
agreed with Mathews over an elec- 
tion bet.. The shooting occurred 
at Main and Akard streets, .the 
busiest corner in town. 

Listeners hundreds of miles away 
got a narrative of the shooting be- 
fore Dallas newspapers knew there 
had been a murder. 

Victor Poisson, a passerby, was 
struck in the mouth by a 45-cali- 
ber bullet from Adams’ pistol. His 
teeth were shattered, but metal! in 
the front of his mouth stopped the 
bullet.

New Four-Year Contract, 
. Subject to Referendum, 
‘Agreed to by Operators 
and the Workers. 


$6.10 FOR DAY MEN, 
91 CENTS ON TONNAGE 


Agreement Expected to Re- 
sult Soon in Employment 
of 20,000 More Men in 
Coal Fields. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 1.—A new four- 
year contract providing for a re- 
duction of from 15 to 20 per cent 
in the wages of Illinois coal miners 
was formally agreed upon today by 


the general joint conference of 
Illinois miners and operators. 

The new contract, subject to a 
referendum vote of the State’s 90,- 
000 miners, calls for a basic wage 
scale of $6.10 a day for the day 
worker and 91 cents a ton for the 
tonnage miners, as compared re- 
spectively with the $7.50.day rate 
and $1.08 a ton rate under the 
Jacksonviile agreement which ex- 
pired a year and a half ago. 

If ratified by the miners, and it 
was said there was no doubt that 
the agreement would be accepted, 
the new, contract will become ef- 
fective Sept. 16 and continune 
until March 31, 1932. 

Officers of the operators’ asso- 
ciation said the immediate effect of 
the new agreement would be the 
re-employment of perhaps 20,000 
more minera just as quickly as the 
mines could be re-conditioned and 
prepared for re-opening. There are 
now about 30,000 miners at work, 
although not regularly, under in- 
dividual agreements with the mine’ 
owners. 

It will perhaps require more 
than a vear for the industrfy in 
Illinois to regain the production it 
had hbefore.the Jacksonville agree- 
ment expired. due to lost markets 
and other conditions within the tn- 
dustry.

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Dr. Harrison, Brilliant Scholar, 

Of National Fame as an Orator 
Was Always Intensely Human 


SUNDAY MORNING, 


‘His Eloquence and Breadth of View Drew to 


Temple Israel Many Followers of 
Other Creeds. 


| 
Rabbi Leon Harrison went to his 


end, yesterday, beneath the wheels 
of a New York subway train, and 


the eloquent lips, which had won 
him great fame and made of him an 
outstanding figure among the ec- 
clesiastics of his country, were 
forever astilled. His high reputa- 
tion, made from the pulpit of 
Temple Israel, had spread in every 
direction until, penetrating to the 
far reaches of this land, his emin- 
ence especially among the Jews, at- 
tained a height seldom gained by 
churchmen or laymen. 

Standing in his pulpit, his head 


thrust slightly forward, his strong 
hands holding fast to the corners 
of the lectern, he spoke with such 
pungency, held forth so staunchly 
for the right, as God gave him to 
see the right, that men and women 
of other faiths, and men and wo:n- 
en of no faith whatsoever, walked 
within the doors of his Temple and 
gave him heed. 

Nor did the profundity and ex-el- 
lence of his talk, the great scope 
of subjects he took for his thremes, 
alone bring him his audience ana 
their approval; many there were 
who came to sit before him who, 
differing with him or not, loved 
to hear his suave eloquence, the 
beautiful diction of the man, to 
watch his few gestures, catch the 
cadence, the harmony and sheer 
beauty of his speéch. 

Conducted Services on Sundays. 

Departing, Many years ago, from 
the ancient Hebraic custom, /: 
conducted not only the Jewish serv- 
ices of Friday evening and Satur- 
day morning, but being in Rome, 
saw fit to do as the Roman did; 
he took the pulpit on Sunday morn- 
ing, and paying dfie heed to his 
creed with prayers and Biblical 
readings handed down from his 
athers, spent most of these Sun- 
day morning periods in lectures on 
contemporary literature, on social 
movements, on affairs of state, on 
world topics, on subjects interesting 
to all men. 

For his fertile brain could not 
confine itself to theology alone; 
he did not believe the preacher 
should limit himself to that pro- 
vinee. ‘The minister of God, he 
contended, must be a teacher as 
well as the bearer of the Lord’s 
word. And so this student and 
philosopher talked of what he 
deemed fitting, and the manner 
in which his lecturing was received 
told the story of this man’s appeal. 
Jews, Gentiles, unbelievers, held by 
his pronouncements, fascinated by

Spoke at Beecher’s Funeral. 

He was but 21 when Henry Ward 
Beecher died, and rather to nis dis- 
may, was called upon to represent 
his community in 20 minutes of or- 
atory at the funeral. He was dis- 
turbed before he started, but once 
the already fluent tongue had sent 
a few words across the space be- 
tween himself and his audience, 
courage settled upon his shoulders 
like a sheltering cloak, and his dis- 
course was received in a manner 
that must have meant for him great 
inspiration. 

But Temple Israel of Brooklyn 
did not hold him long. Another 
Temple Israel, this time in the then 
to him unknown west country of 
St. Louis, was calling. 

Temple Israel of St. Louis occu- 
pied in those days a sanctuary at 
Pine and Twenty-eighth streets, 
small in this day, but of noble pro- 
portions then. This Temple Israel, 
however, needed a successor to the 
then celebrated Rabbi Soiomon 
Sonnenschein. Temple Israel was 
proud of its sanctuary, proud of its 
congregation; it was even more 
proud of its Rabi Sonneschein. Who 
would take that able cleric’s place? 

Its members cast about, and 
hearing good things of a young 
man named Harrison in Brooklyn, 
offered him its rabbinical post. To 
St. Louis young Rabbi Harrison 
made his way—in St. Louis he 
stayed. From the very first his 
eloquence and his ability, his mu- 
sical deftness of speech and the 
worthiness of his topics impressed 
themselves on his flock; he became 
an integral part of the congrega- 
tion; in a few years his fame was 
on the rise. Never, perhaps, had 
another Jewish priest so embrac- 
ingly and immediately endeared 
himself to a St. Louis Hebrew con- 
gregation. 

For this pastor, despite his con- 
tinual admonitions to his flock, his 
urgings that they were Jews and 
must follow the rules laid down by 
their forbears, was not an austere, 
beetle-browed man. There 
about him a humanity that made 
itself felt in the pulpit and in 
social intercourse alike.

Rejected Offers of Other Pulpits. 

The congregation of Temple Is- 
rael worshiped in its sanctuary on 
Pine street for many years after 
Rabbi Harrison came-as its pastor. 
It was in that small church that his 
worth became broadcast; there he 
laid the foundations of his fame. 

Other proffers of rabdbintcal of- 
fice came to him from various cit- 
ies; he was offered this pulpit and 
that. sometimes at greater salaries, 
but the bond between the congrega- 
tion and its pastor worked both 
ways—they wanted him, and he ev- 
idently wanted them. For such 
posts as were offered were only of- 
fered to be rejected. 

It was in 1908 that the congrega 
tion moved to the edifice in which 
it now worships, at the northwest 
corner of Kingshighway and Wash- 
ington boulevards. As the congre- 
gation increased in size, as its sanc- 
tuary increased in beauty, world 
things, too. were on the increase for 
its ecclesiastical leader. His yearly 
stipend was raised to $12,000, then 
to $18,000, until at the time of his 
death he received $25,000 yearly.

What with being the orator he 
was, what with his prominence he 
was much sought after as a 
speaker at high school* gradua- 
tions, not only in the city but out 
in the State as well. And many 
were the commencement addresses 
he gave. 

Of course, there was always the 
danger of his never arriving quite 
on time. He was forgetful and 
many the poor hostess who waited 
and waited for him to appear, only 
to be informed, on his tardy ar- 
rival, that his memory had again 
played him a trick, again caused 
him to be unpunctual. 

But he was forgetful only as to 
trivialities. He never forgot the 
high purposes of life. It was in 
1909 that he announced Temple 
Israel was open to Jews, Catholics, 
Protestants, any who cared to 
come within its doors.

FREIBURG PASSION 
PLAY GIVEN IN PARK 


First of Nine Presentations at 
Municipal Theater a Moving 
Performance. 


The first performance of the 
Freiburg Passion Play, which will 
be presented for nine evenings in 
St. Louis, was given last night at 
the Municipal Theater before an 
audience that filled about half the 
auditorium. The large cast was 
made up entirely of the original 
Freiburg players headed by Adolph 
Fassnacht who undertook the role 
of The Christ. The sinking chofus 
in the pit, however, was recruited 
from local talent as were the vari- 
ous supernumeraries and members 
of the mob who participated in 
the stage action. 

The dramatic narrative was con- 
cerned with the last three days of 
Jesus’ life beginning with his final 
entrance into Jerusalem and end- 
ing with the Crucifixion. 

One assumes that in the original 
Passion Play at Freiburg the cru- 
dramatic 
performance given by untrained 
peasants, helped to make it all the 
more effective. Under conditions. 
of that sort, in fact, artistry would 
be artificiality. But when the play 
is removed from the setting in 
which it arose more or less spon- 
taneously and is transferred to a 
stage of a certain amount of stage- 
craft becomes immediately neces- 
sary. 

last night’s performance suf- 
fered from a general lack of this 
technique. There was little evi- 
dence that any sort of § artistie 
principles had been applied to the 
working out of the dramatic nar- 
rative, to the grouping of the fig- 
ures on the stage, to the lighting 
or the incidental music. The light- 
ing and music were particularly 
ineffective, 

In spite of these defects, how- 
ever, the excellent group of prin- 
cipal players gave, what was on 
the whole, a moving performance. 
Though the dialogue was spoken 
in German the audience had litfle 
difficulty in following its general 
meaning even where it strayed 
from the Biblical story. 

Adolph Fassnacht had all the 
dignity, restraint and nobility of 
utterance that one would expect 
from a player who essayed the 
delicate task of portraying the 
character of the Nazarene. — 

The orchestra was under the di- 
rection of Frederick Fischer and 
the musical accompaniment to the 
progress of the play was derived 
from Wagner, Faure, Haendel and 
others. -—T. B. 8.

Few Routes Have More 
Varied Back- 
ground Than This Con- 
crete Road Between Ni- 
agara Falls and Wash- 
ington, 


HiERE are few auto routes 
T Which have a more varied his- 

toric background than the Sus- 
quehanna trail, the concrete high- 
way between Niagara Falls and 
Washington, D. C. * 

In the southern part of New York 
State, across the line from Pennsyl- 
Vania, is the town of Painted Post, 
Once the site of an Jroquois Indian 
village, where Col. Pickering held 
his conference with the Six Nations 
in 1791. Krom the state line to 
Trout Run the trail follows the 
route of the old Williamson road, 
cut through the virgin forest by 
the hardy pioneers more than a 
century ago. 

k’'rom Trout Run to Williamsport 
in places the highway follows the 
old Sheshequin path. a favorite 
highway with the Indian before 
white men had ever set foot.on the 
American continent. In Willlams- 
port, on Cemetery street, may be 
found a monument marking the 
massacre Of ‘early settlers by the 
SavaLes, 

On the fourth day of July, 1776, 
a large number of hardy pioneers 
gathered under the branches of a 
spreading elm tree on Pine creek, 
near the Susquehanna trail, west 
of Williamsport, Pa., and adopted 
a Declaration of Independence, for- 
ever absolving themselves from all 
allegiance to the British crown. 

It is ‘unfortunate that, if this 
resolution was reduced to writing, 
the copy has been lost, but within 
the memory of those living the 
Story of the action has been told by 
those who heard it from the lips 
of the participants. This resolu- 
tion is known as the “Pine Creek 
Declaration of pendence,” and 
it is a remarkable coinci@ence that 
it was adopted on the very day on 
which similar action was being 
taken by representatives of the col- 
onies at Philadelphia. This histor- 
ic elm is still standing. 


The little cemetery at Halls con- 
tains the grave of Capt. John 
Brady. noted Indian fighter who 
was killed by the Indians on the 
banks of Wolf Run in 1779. Be- 
tween Muncy and Milton, on Ware 
rior Run, is the site of Fort Free- 
land, which fell before the drive 
of the British and Indians in 1779. 

Sunbury is noted as being the 
site of the old Indian town of 
Shamokin, home of the great chief 
Shikellimy. Here visited the early 
explorers of the region, among 
whom was Conrad Weiser, the 
missionary interpreter. 

At Harrisburg will be recalled 
the stirring days of the Civil War 
(‘onfederate army was 
march into Pennsylvania. 
Just across the river can be seen 
the old earthworks of Fort Wash- 
ington, hastily thrown up when 
Lee threatened at Gettysburg. 

Such interesting places as the 
“Round Top,” “Seminary Ridge.”* 
“Jenvy Wade,” are at Gettysburg, in 
the Cumberland valley about 390 
miles south of Harrisburg. The 
words of,the famous poem if 
Whittier, whose heroine was Bar- 
bara Freitchie—‘Who touches a 
hair of that old gray head dies 
like -a dog, march on'’—will be 
recalled in Frederick, Md.

T USED to be, not so many years ago, that summer was a dead 
season in the theaters here. So far as the legitimate houses are 
concerned it still is, but with the Municipal Opera playing to thou- 
sands of persons every night during most of June, July and August 
and the picture houses doing their best business of the year in hot 
weather, St. Louis is one of the leading summer amusement spots of 
the country. The statement that the cinema palaces reach the top 
of their patronage during the “‘off’’ season is a fact which will sur- 
prise a good many people. But it is a fact, nevertheless, in the larger, 
first-run houses. 

The elaborate cooling systems installed in these temples of cellu- 
loid dramas are responsible for the persistent and consistent gather- 
ing of the cash customers. If the actors in the new-fangled talking 
movies could hear, as well as speak, they would probably imagine 
that the applause is for themselves when really it is meant for the 
refrigeration engineers. 

Be that as it may, no less than a quarter of a million dollars 
is being spent on a refrigeration plant for famous voices of the films. 
The engineers who are building it as part of the new Fox 40-acre 
sound studio out in Hollywood prefer to describe it as an “air-condi- 
tioning plant.” It will not only keep the air in the sound stages 
frigid when the heroine is supposed to be speaking in icy tones; it 


will warm the air, too, as required, or make it alternately hot and 
cold. 


ee mee 


HE four sound-proof stages which this plant will serve are win- 

dowless, to keep out disturbing noises, so the only air the players 

can breathe after the padded doors are closed must be pumped in 

by machinery. Usually it will be comfortably cool air, with just the 

right amount of humidity to keep the heroine’s make-up and dis- 

position in good shape. But the plant will be equipped to create any 

season of the year in any one of the four sound-proof stages at a 

moment’s notice. It could be winter on Stage 1, for instance, sum- 

mer on Stage 2, spring on Stage 3 and on Stage 4 a synthetic Sep- 
tember. 

To the hard-working movie actors this new system of furnishing 
climate to go with the story will seem almost too good to be true. 
Weary players have been wearing fur overcoats in winter scenes 
being filmed in bake-oven stages. Under the new system winter air 
will be pumped into winter-time scenes, and hot gusts of July into 
bathing-suit sequences.

RDINARILY it is safe enough to quote the old familiar axioms 


in Hollywood, but just now it is not good diplomacy to say to 


any producer: “Talk is cheap.” For some people it may be 
cheap, but United Artists is spending $250,000 on sound-proof stages 
in which to put talk into pictures; Warner Brothers spent $2,000,000 
changing a large picture plant from silent to talking equipment, 
and are not through yet. The new talking picture stages for Fox are 
being built at a cost of $1,000,000; Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer is building 
stages of the same expensive steel and concrete type, and all but @ 
few of the other producers are investing heavily in talk for their 
films. And all this just in time to spoil what began to look like an 
era of economy in the movies, 

No one as yet has dared to suggest that John Barrymore will 
yodel in his first sound picture. It is a fact, however, that he will 
be a mountaineer in the Swiss Alps in the Ernst Lubitsch picture, 
which will be his initial sound-film venture of United Artists, 


EW mechanical developments, rather than new faces, are the 

center of cinema interest here now, and every ear is attuned 

to the fragments of information occasionally oozing out of the 
closely guarded experimental laboratories of the screen. In the 
inner sound-sanctum of Paramount, for instance, tests have been made 
with sound and color in combination, and a closeup of Nancy Carroll 
conversing from the screen in natural tones and colors is said to be 
particularly interesting. 
T TIFFANY-STAHL the three dimensional process developed by 
H. M. Hoffman is said to be so far along that picture-goers 
will see it before the end of the year. Hoffman still keeps his 
tests locked in the laboratory, however, and confines his conversa- 
tions on the subject to the statement that no special projector or 
other special equipment in the theater is involved in his method of 
giving rea! life depth to the screen. 


EANWHILE, in an Eastern laboratory, Pathe is exploring a 
unique department of the talking picture field. By using a 
powerful magnifying glass in combination with a very sensitive 
microphone, the sounds end sights of a battle between ants have 
been brought to the sereen, and picture-goers will be able to hear 
as well as see the clash of insects in mortal combat. Later develop- 
ments will include microscopic sound-pietures of the lives of the 
microbes, and the ultimate in microscopic sound-photography doubt- 
less will have been reached when a movie audience hears and sect 
a close-lp of the typhoid fever germ saying “

resolute English 

: seaman, Captain 

James Cook, first touched at this 
minor Eden. 

British, Australian, New Zealand 

and American naval officers in full- 


dress uniform led a pilgrimage to the 
beach at Kaui, one of the smaller 
islands, where Cook first landed and 
was greeted as a god. 

Flowers were strewn before his 
path and the whole populace chanted 
songs in his honor, just as the pas- 
sengers on each incoming boat today 
are welcomed with flower-formed 
wreaths and with the strumming of 
ukuleles. The chief difference being 
that the flowers and the songs are to- 
day a part of the “atmosphere” creat- 
ed by steamship and hotel companies, 
seeking to make the islands an ideal 
playground for American visitors. 

The dwellers in this paradise 150 
years ago gave Cook a_ spontaneous 
welcome. But even that very first 
brush between ‘‘civilization’’ and na- 
tive life bred hatred and mistrust. 
Cook himself found the island para- 
dise a poisoned one and he was mur- 
dered by the same natives who had 
hailed him as the white god. 

Cook has been called the greatest 


of England's maritime discoverers. 
During three voyages he _ charted 
vast, unknown areas in the Pacific. 


He laid claim for England to Austra- 
lia, New South Wales, New Zealand 
and other territories. He corrected 
the errors of ancient maps, in many 
instances so accurately that his record- 
ings have stood to this day. He con- 
quered scurvy and was the first ex- 
plorer who was able to keep his men 
contented and happy over long voy- 
ages that sometimes extended to three 
and four years.

E TOUCHED at 
H islands—the Marquesas, 

Fijis, and others. And at each 
one the handsome, coffee-brown people 
rushed forth to greet him, never 
dreaming that his coming sounded the 
ultimate doom to their peace and free- 
dom. He, in his turn, was enchanted 
by the Polynesians, whose origin re- 
mains almost as much a mystery as it 
was at the time of Cook's voyages. 

With the scientists who accompa- 

nied him, notably Joseph Banks, he 
compiled a fascinating picture of 
these island paradises in their virgin 
state. On his second voyage, which 
lasted for three years and 18 days and 
took him round the world, he touched 
at Tahiti, which the natives called

Otaheite, and others of the South 
Seas group. He wrote: 

“As to the people they are of the 
largest size of Europeans. The men 
are tall, strong, well-limbed, and fine- 
ly shaped.

“DRY GUILLOTIN

PARIS. 
HE career of one of 
the most pictur- 
esque of modern 
adventurers is to 
close in the fever- 
1aunted swamps of 
Devil's Island. The 
French authorities 
the other day com- 
muted the death 
sentence of Joseph Klems and gave 
him the “dry guillotine’ instead. 

He will sail soon, with others, 
aboard a French cruiser for the little 
island off the coast of French Gulana. 
Escape, even for this veteran soldier 
of fortune, is remote. Only three or 
four have ever eluded this living 
death. The natives on the island are 
too eager to collect the 10 francs 
which the French Government grants 
for recaptured prisoners, dead or alive. 

Klems has escaped his just fate 
many times in the past. He knocked 
down his superior officer in the 
French Legion, deserted to a tribe of 
warring Arabs, and ultimately became 
one of their leaders. Later he joined 
the fierce chieftain, Abd el-Krim, and 
for his valiant work with the Riffians, 
against French and Spanish forces, 
won a position of importance. The 
Arabs called him Calid el-Hadj, .“‘The 
Pilgrim,’’ because they believed he had 
been to Mecca. He never disillusioned 
them. 

His career is more amazing when 
his origin is considered. He was born 
the son of a stolid merchant of. Dus- 
seldorf, Germany, and for 20 years he 
led the narrow, sober life of the petit 
bourgeoisie. But in the 21 years since 
that time he has more than made up 
for his tame youth. 

He told his story—for the first and 
last time, it is belleved—to Vincent 
Sheean, a journalist, not long before 
the downfall of Abd el-Krim. Sheean 
has included this narrative in his book, 
“An American With the Riffi,’’ based 
on his experiences with the stalwart 
tribesmen who so long resisted the 
military forces of two nations. 


GC S I LOOK back on that part 
A of my life,’ he said of his 
youth, “it seems too stupid to 
be true. Yet then it was all there was 
to the world; my ambition was to have 
e good wine business in Cologne and 
a steady, sensible girl from the town 
for my wife. I never thought of Mo- 
rocco or Africa or the deserts or moun- 
tains: I doubt if I knew such places 
existed. It was a small life, nice 
enough in its way; my family had 
lived it for centuries, never wander- 
ing from Cologne and Dusseldorf. 
“When I was 20, something hap- 
pened. As it is always when we are 
20, this had to do with a woman. Well, 
there is no harm in telling it now; be-

fore the war it would have 

been very bad for me, because 

it meant that I was evading 
military service.

Fredericksburg 4s if by magic on the 
day before Easter, 1927. while riding 
his bicycle from the home of a play- 
mate, where he had just had lunch, to 
, playground on the edge of town. 

For three months police of Virginia, 
Maryland, North Carolina and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, augmented by num- 
erous private detective agencies, 
searched the countryside for the boy 
without result. The entire eastern 
section of the United States was even- 
tually called in on the search, and 
‘requent reports from Maine to Flor- 
ida furnished many clews, which al- 
ways proved to be false. 

Then, late in the summer, two fish- 
ermen in the historic Rappahannock 
River noticed a bundle, thrown up on 
the shore of the river, and when they 
investigated they found to their 
amazement a child's leg sticking out of 
a hole in one corner. They notified 
the authorities, and the bundle was 
taken to the Fredericksburg morgue, 
where the body was found to be that 
of the missing Albert Baker. 

Even after the body was found the 
case was not solved. An autopsy 
showed that the child's legs had been 
broken and that he had suffered in- 
ternal injuries which could have 
caused his death. But how he sus- 
tained those injuries remained un- 
known untill in an unguarded moment 
Abram Grymes, young farmer, let slip 
a remark that led to the aolution. 


HE remark itself, indeed. was 

innocent enough, but to the ears 

of Constable Musselman of 
Fredericksburg it became a clew. per- 
haps because of the way it was said 
or because of some little betravine ex- 
pression in the man’s eves. 

Musselman followed the clew up re- 
lentlessly for more than a month, sar- 
ing nothing to anyone about it. and 
finally. at the end of that time, pie- 
sented to the District Attorney a full 
confession. signed by Grymes, stating 
that his brother. Henry Willis Grymes, 
had accidentally run over the boy and 
killed him. Then. the confession said 
fearing detection and prosecution, the 
Man sought to dispose of the corpse hy 
tying it up in a sack and throwing it 
Into the river 

Strangely enough, it was in that 
same river that Henry Grymes himself 
died, less than two months after the 


Laker hoy disappeared. He and his 


brother were working 
on a bridge near Fred- 
ericksburg when both 
fell into the stream 
The water was com- 
paratively shallow at 
that point, and Abram 
had little difficulty in 
saving himself. The 
brother, however, ap- 
parently wanted to die, 
for he made ho effort 
to get ashore.

y NTO that code men 
call ‘the unwritten 


law’ Virginia has 
inserted a new 
precedent — the 


right of a man to 
kill his persecutor 
when the law fails 
to protect him. 

In the most sensa- 
tional murder case in the history of 
this historic old town, Henry C. Rob- 
inson, 30-year-old aerial photogra- 
pher, was found not guilty of murder 
when he was tried for the killing of 
John M. Johnson, wealthy farmer, and 
his son, Middleton Johnson, at high 
noon on the Main street of the town. 

Nearly a dozen of the leading citi- 
zens of Front Royal saw the killing, 
and for weeks this entire section of 
the country was gripped with the most 
intense feeling, with the country folk 
demanding death for the killer and 
the residents of Front Royal demand- 
ing his release. But it was the latter 
who finally won out when, after a trial 
that lasted almost a week, the jury 
finally filed into the jammed court- 
room and announced that it had 
reached a verdict. 

Robinson, sitting at a table with his 
pretty young wife on one side of him 
and his 6-year-old daughter on the 
other, looked up expectantly. The 
foreman began: 

“After due deliberation we find the 
defendant guilty” 

Robinson's face dropped, and he 
bowed his head forward. But the fore- 
man was not through: 

“of justifiable homicide.’’ 

Robinson looked up suddenly, a lit- 
tle puzzled. Then, as the realization 
gradually came to him that it was free- 
dom, not doom, that had been spoken, 
he burst into tears. His pretty young 
wife took him in her arms, as she 
might have taken a small child, and 
held him for several minutes, stroking 
his hair. Their little daughter, not 
understanding what it all meant, but 
sensing that she should be very happy 
over something, clapped her hands 
gleefully. And the new precedent had 
been written into the unwritten law. 


ENRY C. ROBINSON, young 
H and eager to succeed, came to

fant daughter. Both he and his wife 
became very popular with residents of 
the town and were prominent in the 
young married set, which, in these sec- 
tions of Virginia horse country, live 
from one hunting season to another 
and find life a happy and glorious 
thing.

And even though 
the names were ‘fighting words,” he 
took no steps, hoping that the animos- 
ity would die, and that if he ignored 
the affronts, they would grow tired of 
persecuting him and stop. 


to witnesses, were drinking heav- 

ily and Robinson's system of ig- 
noring them only urged them on and 
made them angry, rather than causing 
them to forget. Thus bad blood be- 
gan to flow between them, and each 
day Robinson heard of some new in- 
sult, or some new occasion upon which 
they had called him the vile name. 

It was this name, really, that finally 
aroused his ire, and he told friends 
On several occasions, according to the 
testimony, that he would kill the next 
man who used it in his connection, 
regardless of who the man might be. 
That, he told the Court, was simply an 
idle remark, such as anyone might 
make under the stress of emotion. 

And so things went on, going from 
bad to worse, each day bringing word 
of some new affront. Finally, the 
climax came when Robinson was rid- 
ing down Main street in his automo- 
bile and the two Johnsons, in their 
car, shot out of a side street and 
smashed into the front wheel of his 
machine. 

Both got out of the car, with a vol- 
ley of abuse, and, according to wit- 
nesses, both appeared to be under the 
influence of liquor. Robinson was 
angry, but strove to control himself, 
simply telling the elder Johnson that 
he must wait until police arrived. The 
father then took a wrench out of his 
car, according to the story told in 
court, and brandished it in the air, 
threatening to brain R«binson then 
and there, but seeing a Deputy Sheriff 
coming along the street he put the 
weapon away. 

The Deputy Sheriff placed both men 
under arrest and searched their car, 
an empty 
@hisky flask. At the trial the State 
sought to use him as a prosecution wit- 
ness, and had him testify that he had 
searched the car carefully but had not 
seen any wrench in it. The defense, 
however, wiped out that damage by 
making him admit that he was look- 
ing for whisky, not automobile tools. 
and might easily have overlooked it. 

The damage to Robinson's car was 
repaired, and the bill of $28.40 was 
sent to the elder Johnson: He refused 
to pay it, and Robinson, with a view 
to making a settlememt, went to the 
Johnson home. He stopped outside

Where in the fictional instance 


it had shielded a murderer and 
convinced the investigators of sui- 
cide, it accomplished precisely the 
reverse in real life. It immediate- 
ly stamped a rea) suicide’s death 


as a murder and came dangerously 
near causing the execution of an 
innocent woman as his. slayer. 
After being twice arrested on sus- 
picion and held during a long ip- 
vestigation which involved exhum- 
ation of her late husband's body, 
Mrs. Pernetta, an’ English wom- 
an, has just been released and the 
blot on her character erased. 


Mrs. Pernetta was not the only 
one to be brought under suspicion 
by the curious circumstances sur- 
rounding her husband’s death. Jo- 
hannes Gleissner, another fruit 
dealer and a friend of the Pernetta 
family, also was caught in the net 
of circumstantial evidence and 
accused of complicity in the sup- 
posed murder. He, too, was held 
during the investigation, which. 
thanks to the testimony of physi- 
clans and handwriting experts, 
finally cleared up the case as a 
suicide. 


N VIEW of the unusual bits of 

evidence, it was not surprising 

that both the fruit dealer’s wid- 
ow and Gleissner should have been 
suspected. The first thing to sug- 
gest that something was wrong 
was the suicide letter, found in 
Pernetta’s bedroom, where his 
body lay, shot through the tem- 
ple. Struck with its resemblance 
to the letter in the screen story, 
investigators hunted down the 
scenario manuscript to check the 
two. Probably this move was in- 
spired more by curiosity than sus- 
picion, but at any rate its result 
was significant, for it was found 
that the page containing the fic- 
tional suicide note was missing. 
Comparisons were made and it de- 
veloped that the note found not 
only filled the gap in the manu- 
script but had been written on the

Then 
when they learned that the re- 
volver with which Pernetta had 
been killed belonged to Gleissner, 
the case against the pair seemed 


clinched. They were taken into 
custody at once and subjected to a 
grilling in the hope they would 


confess. 


But they didn’t confess. The 
more they were grilled the strong- 
er became their denials of guilt, 
and they were never tangled in 
their stories. Each stuck stead- 
fastly to the same version. deny- 
ing their friendship had caused 
trouble in either household or that 
it was, in any way, improper. As 
to the weapon, Gleissner stoutly 
maintained it had been loaned to 
Pernetta months before and never 
returned. Although the authori- 
ties were convinced of their guilt, 
there was no conclusive evidence 
upon which to bold them longer, 
and they were released but kept 


under surveillance. 


EANWHILE, the papers in 

the case were sent to the 

public prosecutor. After 
reviewing the evidence, he, too. 
was convinced there had _ been 
murder and ordered the exhuma- 
tion of Pernetta’s body, which had 
been in its grave almost a year. At 
the same time the farewell letter 
and the scenario manuscript 
were placed in the hands of 
a handwriting expert for exam- 


ination. 


Why Pernetta’s body was not 
thoroughly examined before its 
burial is not clear. Apparently, 
it was a case of bungling on the 
part of the local] authorities, who 
didn’t think much of the murder 
theory until it was discovered the 
suicide note was missing from the 
manuscript. Had a careful autop- 
sy been made at the outset, a lot 
of trouble would have been avoid- 
ed, for examination of the body, 
even after a year, disclosed two 
important facts. One was that

the wound in his temple was one 
typical of suicides and of such »# 
nature that it. could hardly have 
been other than self-inflicted. The 
second point of importance was 
the finding that Pernetta had met 
his death two hours after taking a 
meal. 

Here was something definite to 
work with. Investigation showed 
that on the day of his death, May 
12, 1927, he had taken a meal at 
2:30 o'clock in the _ afternoon 
That fixed the time of his death 
at 4:30 p. m. The question then 
was, where were Mrs. Pernetta 
and Gleissner at that hour? Wit- 
nesses at once came forward to 
prove they were not In the Pernet- 
ta home and, indeed, were several 
miles away at the time. 

These disclosures left only the 
matter of the suicide note to be 
cleared up and a graphological ex- 
pert quickly took care of that. He 
testified that the date and the sig- 
nature on the note were written 
with the same ink and with the 
Same pen as the text and, further, 
that the entire letter was undoubt- 
edly in Pernetta’s handwriting. 
This proved that the letter found 
with the body was not identical 
with that of the film manuscript, 
even if the wording did happen to 
be the same What had become 
of the missing part of the manu- 
script was never learned. but It 
was believed that Pernetta proba- 
bly had removed it in order to 
copy it and had then destroyed the 
original. 

With such evidence in hand, it 
was impossible to hold the pris- 
oners longer. The fruit merchant's 
death was finally accepted as a 
suicide and they were released, but 
Pernetta’s insistence on employing 
that ready-made suicide note had 
given them a close call.
